‘Freedom of Dardanelles Under

London, Sept. 23.—The policy of Great Britain in the Near Kast 
is to establish the freedom ot the Dardanelles under the supervision 
of the League of Nations, declared Premier Lioyd George in a state 
men at a conference with the newspapermen this afternoon 

Mr. Lloyd George said that whatever steps t government he 
taken to strengthen the military and naval forces he Dardane 
and the Bosphorus had been dictated by two supreme considerat 
lirst. ‘‘our anxiety as to the freedom of the seas between the M 
terranean and the Black Sea,’’ and second to prevent this ex 
tionally horrible war from spreading into Kuroype 

The prime minister declared at the outset he would like 
make it clear that any action that has been taken had nothing to do

That is decidedly a different ob 
iective than had ‘been supposed to 
be in the minds of the Lmperia! 
authorities. It seems unfortunate 
that the statement was not pub 
lished sooner. It would have pre- 
vented avast amount of misundey- 
standing and avoided much of the 
tension under which the people of 
Canada, and perhaps the other 
Dominions, have been for the past 
week, The delay in stating exactly 
what was being aimed at almost 
invites the conclusion that the 
ritish cabinet provoked an out- 
jurst of oversea patriotism by 
false pretence-——for what reason 
may be.
